They have a delicious sweet flavor, wonderful 
to eat or to can. 


For easy picking, tie the canes to a fence, trellis, or along wires. The plants are hardy, 
but in severe sections, the canes should be taken down from the trellis during the win- 
ter, put along the ground, and covered with straw or similar material. 


Boysenberries produce their fruits on 2 year old canes in the same way that rasp- 
berries and blackberries do. After producing their crop, the canes should be cut off 
entirely. New canes come up every year from the roots.

Blueberries have special soil requirements and are not adapted to so wide a range of 
soils as are the other fruits. Soils for blueberries should be loose in texture, well sup- 
plied with organic matter, and acid. If your soil does not meet these requirements this 
condition may be created by mixing with the surface soil a liberal quantity of peat 
moss, partially rotted leaves, pine needles, or sawdust.

Planting of Peaches and Apricots, as well as Sweet Cherries, Quinces, Nuts and Plums 
will be more or less of an experiment in the far north. Figs and Boysenberries cannot 
be recommended for planting in extremely northern regions. 


These suggestions and limitations apply only to far northern regions such as Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Northern New York State (Adirondacks region), Northern 
Michigan, and Northern Wisconsin. You are not limited in your selection if you live 
south of these regions. 
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POLLINATION OF FRUIT TREES 


The value of pollination in the production of a fruit crop is now well recognized. 
Although many varieties are self-fruitful, experiments show that they are greatly 
benefited by cross pollination. 


Here are some brief remarks on how to select your varieties. 


APPLES: They need cross-pollination. Plant therefore at least two different varieties. 
Good pollinators are Cortland, Delicious, and Wealthy. Include one of these 
varieties in your planting. 


PEARS: Plant at least two different varieties for proper pollination. Bartlett and Seckel 


do not pollinate each other. Where these two varieties are planted, a third variety 
should be included. 


PLUMS: Abundance and Burbank need cross-pollination. They pollinate each other. 
All other varieties which we offer are self-fruitful. 


CHERRIES: Sweet Cherries need cross-pollination. Plant at least two different varie- 
ties. All Sour Cherries are self-fruitful. 


PEACHES, APRICOTS: They are self-fruitful. However, crops will be increased by 
planting different varieties for pollination. 


FILBERT NUTS, BUSH CHERRIES, BLUEBERRIES: They need cross-pollination. Plant 
two or more different varieties to insure satisfactory crops. 


Most other kinds of fruit trees and berries are self-fruitful. 
For complete information we refer to Circular No. 132 issued by New York State 


Experiment Station, Geneva, N. Y. They will be glad to send you a copy free of 
charge if you ask for it.
